The fox-hanters are reminded that 
‘crops are not destroyed and fences broken down, 
and, in short, no blood is shed and no bones are 
broken, Mr. Hardy snms up-his special ptead- 
ing for golf thus :—-" Surely-the outsiders should 
reflect -that there must be something superls- 
tively excellent in ogame which first commended 
iteolf to the pawky intellect of Scotland, und, 
after spasmodically spreading a fow parasitic 
growtha in various remote corners of England, 
at longth took pormanent root, and in less than 
a.decade invaded and overrun two homispheres, 
planting its victorious ‘red and white flags in 
every latitnde from the Equator to the Pole.”

should like to add that the royal and ancient 
game ig gaining ‘sdlirents all over the globe, 
and that the Inst issne of tho. Goljiny 
Annual shows that there are 2,601 organised .

permits the attention of those .who woo hor to 
wander.” It is, unfortunately. too true that 
many play both golf and cricket, and as man is 


_|.a free.agent one has no right to. object, although 


the drive of golf i is to my mind inimical to the 
science of- batting. But cricket is a. jealons 
mistress, and many of us are sorry to goo young 
men:taking to golf in preference to the national 
summer pastime. I once heard on Irishman say 
that he late? lawn-teunis—and_ his ‘sole reason 
was that the vogue of racquet and suow-white 
pall hud ruined cricketin Erin by attracting all 
the heet mon to the courts instead of'to the’ 

wickets. Now I think all ardent cricketers are 
intensely jealous of golf for the same reason, 
namely, that it has attracted :many young men 
wha ought to ‘ve’ playing with bat and the hard 
red leather toll, Another resson for the 
animosity against golf is the enthusiasm of its 
devotees, who ure the victims of a terrible fever, 
and.ean seu no good in any other outdoor game.

Balfour declares that on any platform and on 
any occasion he is prepared to uphold the 
rights and claims. of golf - ‘Against cricket, and 
that on slmost all counts, and under almost all 
beads golf has ths’ advantage for those who 
actively particivate in games—snrely there is 
reason for jealousy among cricketers... Did not 
My. Balforr aay that“ golf is of all ganies the 
gamo. for sit?” Can we aos cricketers submit 
to a contention of this sort? Never, is- my 
eaply. “Mr. Builfour’s knowledge of golf is 
practical, but his acquaintance’ with oricket is 
merely of the nodding character, and. is yastly 
theoretical. He spoke purely of spectacular 
oricket;of connty championship games, which 
require much leisure, "What does Mr. Balfour 
know of the hour's practica at the nets each 
evening, aud of the half-day or Saturday 
devoted. to cricket by: thousands of busy men. 
Why,_o waa can get to his club ground and- 
have a quarter of an hour's hard batting against 
three “bowlers before he can reach” liis links.
